the general interest which is now be- 
ing attracted to the subject of this 
country's relations with foreign gov- 
ernments, and especially the discus- 
sion now in progress regarding the 
true features of the much-talked of 
Moeroe doctrine, a representative of 
the United Pi-ess interviewed Senator 
Hill at his residence, 
"Wolfertfs 


Roost," in the suburbs of this city 
upon this interesting topic. Senator 
Hill was asked, among other things, 
whether experts in public la*w think 
the Monroe doctrine has given the 
United States a special right, not given 
by the Spanish-American. He an- 
swered that he had never thought 
about it. 
"But does not the Monroe doctrine, 


was inquired, "declare the United 
States cannot 
allow any Spanish- 


American republic on this continent 
to be oppressed, or its destiny con 
trolled by a European state." 
"That would not have referred," he 


said, "to a legitimate dispute such as 
we, or any other government might 
have to-morrow with a Spanish-Amer- 
ican state. It protested against using 
such a controversy with an intention 
to increase European political dominion 
on this hemisphere, or control the 
destiny of an America state pr trans , 
fer a colony like Cuba to a new 
European owner, but not change what 
was then the law *of nations. The es- 
tablishment, a year or two before 1833, 
of more than a dozen independent 
states at the south of us, naturally 
forced the United States into new 
lines of thought au4 action. John 
Quincy Adams, our then ministef of 
foreign affairs, had the eyes to discern 
it. Entangling alliances on this side 
of the ocean wore to be avoided so far 
as could be. We had to maintain im- 
partial neutrality in the affairs of the 
new and independent Spanish-Ameri- 
can states 
and suppress as 
we 


should 
to-day 
piratical 
expedi- 


tions from our shores against any of 
them, or any remaining European 
colony. The Monroe doctrine has ex- 
erted a powerful influence at home 
and abroad in regard to Cuba, Yuca- 
tan, 
Nicaragua and its tribe of Mo- 


squito Indians (invented byEngland) a 
Napoleonic dynasty set up thirty years 
ago in Mexico and dominion over all 
the regions of projected, interoeeanic 
canals." 
"But was not the Monroe declaration 


to congress a national pledge, a guar- 
antee of intervention, forcible if need 
be, in behalf of each Spanish-American 
republic whenever, in our opinion, op- 
pressed by an European state?" was 
asked. 
"I thinknot,"he replied. "Aot other- 


wise, certainly, than if Chili should 
oppress Peru or Mexico should be un- 
reasonable in dealing with Guatemala. 
Congress has never affirmed the Mon- 
roe doctrine. 
You remember that 


when President Monroe made his 
declaration a congress was convened by 
Bolivia at Panama for the considera- 
tion and discussion of an "American 
alliance" to enforce the declaration, 
there was substantial concurrence of 
opinion 
between 
President 
John 


Quincy Adams, 
who 
had 
formu- 


lated the Monroe doctrine and the 
members of the senate and house, 
especially the democrats, including 
Senator VanBuren, of New York, par- 
ticipating in a long debate, that the 
declaration did not pledge the United 
States to forever thereafter prevent a 
European power from interfering with 
the independence or form of govern- 
ment of a Central American state." 


"So you think that President Mon- 


roe has the reputation of having given 
his name to a rule of conduct by the 
United States for which neither he 
nor Mr. Adams contended?" 


'Precisely that," the senator an- 


swered, "the doctrine cannot be for-., 
mulated in a treaty or a statute,;: 
yet its influence has been, is and 
ought to be very great Discrimina- 
tion should, however, be made between 
legitimate disputes and illegitimate 
purposes behind disputes, suclvas im- 
posing by force European control over 
the destiny of a reluctant and inde- 
pendent Spanish-American state. 


"In 1879 when the United States of 


Colombia granted to Frenchmen a 
concession for building and controlling 
an interstate oceanic canal at Panama, 
President Hayes did not intervene or 
ask congress to intervene and congress 
did not intervene to prevent the worn. 


And yet in 1833 President A rthur did 


not authorize Secretary Frelinghuysen 
to go so far as to say officially that the 
state department will sanction an ar- 
bitration by European states of South 
American dimculties, even with the 
consent of the parties. Two years be- 
fore that Secretary Elaine had written 
to our minister at Paris that th» presi- 
dent would regard with grave anxiety 
an attempt by France to force by hos- 
tile pressure, the payment by Vene- 
zuela of her debt to French citizens. 


"Interposing our good offices be- 


tween England arid Venezuela is one 


thing, but dictating to one or the other 
in a peremptory way is a very differ- 
ent thing, unless it be a clear case oi 
self-defense. 
"The reported conversations of our 


minister at St. Petersburg, Mr. Mid- 
dleton. concerning the Monroe doc- 
trine, with Emperor Nicholas and his 
accessory in 1820, who was his brother, 
the Emperor Alexander; the note 
from 
Nerselrode, 
the 
notes from 


Secretary Henry Clay on tha same 
subject to Bernsett, our minister 
at 
Mexico. 
Everett 
at 
Madrid, 


Bufus King at London an.d Brown {at 
Paris, pour a flood of light on what 
was in the min<i of Mr. Adams from

.'he Monroe doctrine was, as 1 have al- 
ways thought, a part of that diplomacy 
)y Mr. Adams successfully exerted to 
that end.

AID FOR CUBA. 


Four Hundred Americans Shipped from 


the Florida Coast. 


BiBsriMOHAM, Ala., April 23.—Friends 


of the Cuban revolutionists in Birming- 
ham have been advised that a force of 
400 men who were enlisted by the 
agents of the revolutionists in Ala- 
bama and Louisiana hare been shipped 
from a point near Cedar Keys, Fla., 
and expect to land at an obscure 
post on the Cuban coast. The recruits 
went in two small schooners disguised 
as trading vessels. 
The exact date of the embarkation 


is kept secret, except tliat it was during 
the past week. They carried no arms or 
ammunition except what they could 
conceal on their persons, though the 
agents say that a thousand arms are 
ready for "them when they land; Half 
the men are from Alabama, 'mostly 
from among- the miners in the Birming- 
ham district.

The Bale of the Chicago Times-Herald 


and the Pos>t, taken in all its bearings, 
is one of the most remarkable newspaper 
deals for many years. H. H. Kohlsaat, 
the purchaser, formerly owned a control- 
ling interest in the Chicago Inter-Ocean 
which he disposed of to William Penn 
Nixon about one year ago. This change 
was the result of a disagreement between 
Mr. Nixon and Mr. Kohlsaat as to cer- 
tain policies. Since that time Mr. Kohl 
saat's name has been mentioned in con 
nection with the purchase of several 
papers in the last year, but so far as 
known (hese stories were all without 
foundation. It is also known that the 
people who own the Inter-Ocean have 
for some weeks been considering a prop- 
osition from a fiee silver syndicate to 
purchase that paper and convert it into 
an 
aggressive 
free 
silver 
paper. 


It was thought that this deal would 
be closed a week ago, but for some rea- 
son it was cot. In the meantime the 
death of Mr. Scott, who controlled the 
Times-Herald and the Post, suddenly 
occurred, and Saturday evening after 
five o'clock those papers were offered to 
Mr. Kohlsaat and he purchased them. 


The Times-Herald was a Democratic 


paper, and the only Democratic paper in 
Chicago. Mr Kohlsaat, as soon as he 
became proprietor, announced that the 
paper would cease to bo Democratic and 
would advocate protection and sound 
money. The chances are it will also ad- 
vocate the nomination of McKmley for 
president, as it will be remembered that 
Mr. Kohlsaat was the gentleman who 
brought about the settlement of McKin- 
ley's financial troubles and delivered his 
property to him free of all encumbrances, 
and paid every dollar of his indebted- 
ness which accrued as surety for a 
treacherous friend. 


This leaves the Democrats without a 


paper in Chicago, with the chances that 
none will be started, as the party is so 
split up at the present time that it 
would be impossible to start a Demo- 
cratic paper upon any policy or basis 
that would promise success.

Allison on Demonetizing Silver. 
In a speech to the travelling men's as- 


sociations of Iowa, Senator W. B. Allison 
had this to Bay abont demonetizing sil- 
ver which it would be well for all men 
to read at this time: 


"It is said in 1873 we demonetized sil- 


ver. It is true at that time we changed 
the laws of our mints and established 
gold as a standard of value. I believe 
now that it was a mistake for Europe 
and for us to have changed these stand- 
ards. But for twelve years prior to 1873 
we were on a paper basis and it was not 
looked upon by our people as an import 
ant feature. No action of ours in 1873 
affected the price of silver or affected the 
action of Europe in dealing with silver. 


"The effect of our action is claimed to 


have been to reduce the price of all com- 
modities and appreciate gold in the same 
measure that silver was depreciated. I 
don't believe it. Since 1875 some prices 
have been reduced and some advanced. 
Gold and silver until put in shape of 
money were commodities and are gov- 
erned by the laws of supply and demand;

Rev.W. C. Millerj preached morning

A straight stick seems crooked in the 
water, and the stars but diamond 
points. Thomas went to the friends of 
Christ to learn. All doubteis don't do 
this; but some go to his enemies. Don't 
go to tho enemy of man to know the 
truth about him. Get impartial testi- 
mony. 
Thomas's doubt was of his 


head, not of his heart. Many mon can't 
be Christians, so they say, because they 
can't believe in the Trinity or the dual 
nature of Christ. It is not Trinity or 
quality that keeps them back; not their 
heads, but their sinful hearts. Christ 
always reveals himself to the honest1 


doubter. 


THE 1'KESBYTEKIAN CHUKCH. 


Dr. Penhallsgon's sermons Sunday 


were able and interesting and called out 
many favorable criticisms from his con- 
gregation. In the morning he took for 
a text Rom 12: 18. "If it be possible, as 
much as lieth in you live peaceably with 
all men." He commenced by quoting an 
English philosopher. "More than one 
half of us are bad-tempered." The state- 
ment at first astonishes. The per cen- 
tum is too high, we say. But one au- 
thority answers that he is not dealing 
in general statement or basing his dec- 
laration upon guesswork. 


He had two thousand people put un 


der very watchful eyes as to their ordi- 
nary temper. The results have been 
tabulated and announced and are far 
from flattering, fifty-two per cent, are 
put down as bad tempered. The test 
having been made in a foreign country 
of course has no bearing upon the sweet 
tempered people of Decatur. But we 
should probably be justified by the facts 
were we to say that even here there are 
some who are easily provoked, who fly 
into a passion, who are haughty, peev- 
ish, fretful, domineering or even vindict- 
ive. Over against these facts I want to 
hold up two pictures. The first is Jesus. 
As far as we have any record from friend 
or foe he never lost his temper. He lived 
among people who triad him at every 
point, aorne by their dullness and others 
by their bitter enmity and persecution, 
but he never failed in sweetness of dis- 
position, in long-suffering patience or in 
self-denying love. 


The lifo of Christ yielded only the 


tender, sweeter love to the rough im- 
pact of men's rudeness and wrong. 


And second I want to suspend before 


your eyes the text, "Live peaceably with 
all men." In that wonderful 13th chap- 
ter of I. Corinthians—the "Psalm of 
Love," as it is sometimes called—the 
grace of Christian love ia not only com- 
mended and applauded, but is lifted into 
distinction. Christian love is not indig 
enious to the soil of the human heart. 
It does not spring up of itself. This is 
not a pleasant thing to say, but experi- 
ence and observation bears us out in it. 
H this grace is very thoroughly cultiva- 
ted we shall find it comparatively easy 
to live in peace with our fellow-men, for 
we shall find it easy to make allowances 


for those who differ from us. We shall 
put ourselves in their place. We can- 
not judge others without aknowleelge of 
their principles. Temperament, educa- 


circumstance, go far to shape a 


man's principles, and it is his own prin- 
ciples, and not mine or yours that he is 
amenable to. "Charity beareth all 
things, and never faileth." 


Longfellow Bays if we could read the 


secret history of our enemies, we would 
iicd in each man's life, sorrow and suffer- 
ing enough to disarm all hostility. 


We always feel kindly and speaksoftly 


in the presence of suffering. 
Wnen we 


sit down by a man's death bed, we have 
no harsh judgments to pronounce. Can 
we not learn to look at men always as 
we shall at the close of life's da}? 


It is a singular fact and a sad one, the 


ease with which our thoughts shape 
themselves into adverse judgments. It 
seems to be a well established law, 
though science as yet has given it 
name, that we find just what we set out 
to find, and see exactly what wo want to 


And because we do not want to see 


excellencies in people, the first thing we 
mention about thorn is their faults. But 
in dealing thus ungraciously with others 
we loose the blessed opportunity of kind 
ness. 
, 


Not a voice of fault-finding ia heard in 


the darkened room where the dead form 
reposes in silence. 
Flowers woven in 


crosses and harps and anchors and 
crowns are placed upon the coffin—flow- 
ers enough to have filled his chamber 
with fragrance for years if wisely scat- 
tered in daily clusters, and enough kind 
things said to have brightened every 
hour of his life if they had been said at 
the right time. A blossom put into a 
living man's hand is better than the 
treasures of all the conservatories laid 
on a mound in the cemetery. A cheer- 
ing word spoken in the ear of some toil- 
ing mortal who with bent form and 
heavy heart journeys on to his grave is 
worth more than all the post-mortem 
eulogies ever spoken.

The Naval Demonstration at Kiel—A 


Question of Royal Precedence Ami- 


cably Adjusted—The Armenian 


Outrage Agitation. 


BF.M.IS, April 22.—Trustworthy dis- 


patclieb from St. Petcrsourg say that 
the Standard Oil Co. and the Ru&sian 
oil producers have perfected their 
agreement, which awaits now the 
finance minister's sanction before be- 
coming operative. The public share 
largely the excitement of speculators 
in oil. Every scrap of news regarding 
the llusso-American negotiations has 
teen snapped up eagerly and spread 
conspicuously on front pages of newb- 
papers throughout the empire. 


The rise in the price of oils is likely 


to cause the more energetic exploita- 
tion of the works in Alsace and Lor- 
raine, which already provide 5 per- 
centnin of the entire amount consumed 
In Germany. Production in Westphalia 
has beon stimulated greatly. The 
Eeutling works in Wurtemburg are 
about to reopen, and fresh fields are 
sought and tested in every district 
•where there i* the slightest prospects 
of paying results. 


Letters from Vienna say that the 


Austrian market has not been affected 
much by the flurry in America. Aus- 
tria refines all the oil that she requires 
and the bulk of her unrefined oil comes 
fcom Galacia, although she gets some 
of the raw product from Russia. 


Owing to the rise in American oil 


the Galacian refiners are now able to 
export their product to Germany, al- 
though Galauian petroleum generally 
Bella about Hvo cents under the Amer- 
ican. 


Reports have multipled in the Rus- 


sian petroleum markets since the 
flurry that the Russians were likely to 
lose much of their Asiatic custom 
since several native refineries have 
been opened at Enseli and other points 
along the Persian shore of the Caspian 
geu. In competition with the Persians 
the Russians are at a distinct disad 
vantage, for they must pay a tax o: 
thirty cents, while the Persians pay 
no tax at all. 


The German government has been 


informed that the United States wil 
send the cruisers New York, Colom 
bia, 
San Fiancisco and 
Marble 


head to take part in the naval demon 
stration at the opening of the Nortl 
Sea and Baltic canal. The celebration 
at Kiel now bids fair to exceed in sizi 
and splendor all previous expectations 
for the programme grows longer am" 
more elaborate. 


It has been definitely settled tha 


the empress and her eldest foui 
sons will accompany the emperor t 
Kiel, but it is not known yet just ho\ 
many other royal persons will be pres 
ent. The question of precedence ha 
made some trouble among the sover 
eign princes of the empire, but has 
been settled satisfactorily. 


Prince Regent Luitpold of Bavaria 


refused to go to Kiel unless assured 
that he ranked next to the emperor. 
But as actual sovereigns the king of 
Saxony, as well as the king of Wur- 
temburg, claimed for himself a more 
conspicuous place than the regent. 
The regent held, however, that as he 
would represent the crazy King Otto, 
and us Bavaria was tho largest power 
in Germany, after Prussia, he conld 
not yield precedence to anybody ex- 
cept the Prussian king 
He reminded 


the emperor finally of the etiquette 
observed at Emperor Frederick and 
the old emperor's funerals, where Ba- 
varia's place among the small states 
was undisputed. The emperor then 
wrote to the kings of Wurtemburg and 
Saxony asking that they give the re- 
gent's demands their friendly consid- 
eration. Both acceded gracefully and 
cent to Munich cordial letters grant- 
ing the justice of the regent's claims. 


Emperor William is intent upon 


making the Kiel fetes a display of 
world-wide interest. 
He therefore 


has directed that every possible fa- 
cility be given to the press. It will be 
out of the question for all the com- 
panies of the merchant marine to take 
part in the parade through the canal, 
although the fine steamers of the 
North German Lloyd, the Hamburg- 


• American and other big shippers will 


be permitted to fall in behind the 
German war ships.

bine. The president has taken the 
greatest interest in this question and 
Attorney-General Olney has devoted 
considerable time to ascertaining the 
precise 
application 
of the 
anti- 


trust law to the criminating evi- 
dence secured by Secretary Morton. 
This evidence shows conclusively that 
the rise in beef is not justified by any 
trifling advance in the price of cattle. 
It is also shown that the same com- 
bination, which is manipulating the 
prices, fixes the value for live cattle 
as well as that of the dressed product. 
At the same time the combination has 
a monoply on transportation, as it 
controls the patents for refrigerator 
cars, and for this reason the railroad 
lines are said to discriminate against 
the small shippers in favor of the large 
ones. 
Attorney-General Olney and Secre- 


tary Carlisle consider it virtually use- 
less to bring prosecutions under the 
anti-trust law, and both stated at the 
cabinet meeting that the law was so 
loosely drawn as to be practically val- 
ueless for the purposes intended. 


Postmaster-General Wilson, who was 


a member of the judiciary commit- 
tee at the time the bill was under dis- 
cussion, stated that Judge Culberson 
then pronounced it worthless, but that, 
owing to the fact that the session was 
about to close, amendment was impos- 
sible. 


Attorney-General Olney and Mr. 


Carlisle, after a study of the two cases

negroes were lynched near there 
Saturday night. Just hefore his train 
left Greenville the sheriff of the county 
came into town. He reported that in 
passing- through the Buckalow planta- 
tion, three miles from town, he had 
found the five negroes, three men and 
two women, hanging by their necks to 
some trees. Their bodies were cold 
and they had evidently been dead for 
some hours. 


Saturday night news reached Green- 


ville of the brutal murder near Butler, I 
in that county, of Watts Murphy, a 
popular young white man, by three 
negroes. 
Murphy was a nephew of 


the late Gov. Watts, of this city. After 
murdering him the negroes placed his 
body in a brush-heap and burned tho 
heap. The debris was examined and 
parts of the victim were found. The 
balance of the body had been con- 
sumed. 


An investigation 
was instituted. 


Three negroes were arrested. One of 
tlia neg-jtoes gave way and confessed 
the crinie implicating two other negro 
men and the two women. The officers 
secured them and were closely guard- 
ing thejprisoners when last heard ol 
Saturday night. The reportlast night 
did not give the details of how the 
mob secured the murderers except that 
they were taken by froce.

THE VENEZUELAN CONCESSION 


Granted to a Minnesota Syndicate Not 


Embarrassing to England or America. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—A positive 


denial is given to the statement, which 
was widely published in the United 
States a few weeks ago, that Venez- 
uela has granted an important con- 
cession to a Minnesota land syndicate 
in a part of the territory in dispute 
between 
the republic and 
Great 


Britain. 
The 
concession 
consists 


principally of valuable mining land 
and it has been intimated that it was 
granted bv Venezuela for the purpose 
of embroiling the United States in the 
long-pending difficulty between that 
country and her majesty's govern- 
ment. 


Recent advices from Caracas show 


that the concession is an old one, and 
that it was granted in 1881 to cer- 
tain citizens of Venezuela who failed 
to use it. It war by these gentlemen 
recently transferred to a Minnesota 
land syndicate,-the government of Ven- 
ezuela having nothing to say in the 
matter. 


It is also shown that this concession, 


which is located in the Yuruay dis- 
trict, 
in the Venezuelan state of 


Guinea, is far removed from the terri- 
tory over which Venezuela and Great 
Britain have so long contended. The 
entire state is rich in deposits of gold, 
and, while the concession is an impor- 
tant one, its acceptance by American 
citizens cannot in any way embarrass 
either the United States or Great 
Britain.

writes a New^ork Sun correspondent, 
a bear came out of his winter sleeping 
place near the head waters of the Clar- 
ion river in Elk county, Pa., and was 
indiscreet enough to take a tramp 
through the snow inquestof something 
to eat.
